for military aid. Early this afternoon he
telegraphed the Governor a brief statement
of the facts of the riots, adding that he was J

unable to maintain order, and asked that
the State troops be sent to his assistance.
His first dispatch was as follows:

Affairs have assumed such a shape here that
I am unable to executo legal process and pre-

serve the peace in this (Fayette) county, so as
to further protect the property at the several (

coke works in said county, owing to tbe vio-

lence and unlawful acts of the former em-

ployes of said companies. I have been
and assaulted at Trotter and my deputies

have been beaten and drn en away from west
Leisenring. 1 am unable to secure a posse suf-

ficiently large to protect the property thereat
or to preserve tbo peace, and that riots and
bloodshed, which are imminent, may be pre-

vented, I request you to aid me in the execu-

tion of the laws and preserving tbo peace of
the Commonwealth by ordering out the State
troops.

Sheriff of Fajette County.
The Sheriff sent another telegram to the

Governor as follows:
In reply to jour telegram would say that the

powerof the county is exhausted. Oning to
the dangerous and turbulent character of tbe
rioters and lavless men I am unable to secure
a posse adequate to the exigencies of the mo-
ment. In defiance of all mv powers mobs re-

lease offenders in the custody of tbe law and
disregard all admonitions in my power to give.
I am absolutely powerless to give the security
the rarties in danger and who are threatened
are entitled to and deserve. The peace of the
Commonwealth is sorely threatened.

The telegram then gives full details of the
rioting.

Ono Company Put Under Arms,
Adjutant General McClelland this even-

ing telegranhed Captain L. H. Frazier, of
Company C, asking for full information of
the situation. Captain Frazier telegraphed
to the Adjutant General the facts of the
situation, as already set forth, and added
that Sheriff McCormick had stated to him
that be was unable to maintain order.

In reply, Captain Frazier received the
following telegram:

You will at once place your company under
arms, and report to Sheriff McCormicK, of
Fayette county, and assist him in maintaining
the peace. It you lsb additional ammunition,
advise meatonce, or telegraph Adjutant llayes
for any surplus at regimental headquarters.

No additional details have been
secured of the blowing up of the water tank
at the Kyle works by dynamite this morn-
ing. Everything is quiet there
and the deouties are on duty as usual.
None of the perpetrators of the ontrage
have been discovered.

ltecaed by His Comrad.es.
One of the most daring and lawless acts

of this lawless strike took place at Leith
this afternoon. A mob, composed largely
of Hungarians, congregated there about 2
o'clock and marched up and down past
where tbe men were working, calling out to
them and threatening them with vio-

lence if they did not stop work.
In order to disperse tbe mob Depu
ties Smith and Bice arrested one of
them, a young man named John Shaffer.and
started to brir- - Mm to jail. His companions
to the number oHM or 206 follow ed, and
just on tbe outskirts of the town attacked L

tbe deputies, beat tbein with clubs and
stones and rescued Shaffer, whom they bore
back in triumph. Deputy Smith was'
severely injured. He received a number of

ugly brnises ou his body and a deep gash in
the head with a knife.

Deputy Sheriff Crawford had charge of

the force of deputies that went to Leisen-rin-g

No. 2 this morning. They served a
writ of ejectment and after completing the
work were surrounded by an angry crowd of
women and "strikers and a small riot ensued.
Although well armed the deputies found
themselves powerless in the grasp of their
assailants. They were attacked and in
the outset a deputy named Sanders was
badly beaten. An uely gash was
cut in his head. The deputies surrendered
and the strikers went on their wav rejoicing.
Some arrests will be made. Crawford will
liKely go to Leisenring again next week to
try his hand in making more evictions, but
will increase his force of assistants. It is
feared that Deputy Sanders will notrecover.
He received a terrific blow on the head with
a stone and it is thought his skull is frac-

tured.
Into the Courts for Protection.

The H. C. Frick Coke Company secured
this afternoon from Judge Ewing a pre-

liminary injunction to restrain John Mc-Slo- y

and 32 others engaged in the riotous
proceedings at Leisenring No. 2 last night
and this morning, from assembling on their
property or interfering with the operation of
their works. Informations were also made
out against McSIoy and the others named in
the injunction for riot, conspiracy and
assault and battery, and warrants have been
issued.- - The informations, which are made
by Superintendent B. A. Slater, of .Leisen-

ring. set forth that these men marched up
and down where the men were working
brandishing revolvers, and intimidated and
drove the men from the works.

The Sheriffs of both Westmoreland and
Fayette counties are preparing themselves
for wholesale evictions next week. Several
hundred families will be ejected, and there
are serious anticipations of trouble, as but
few of the victims have secured houses. To-

day Secretary Parker, of the labor organi-
zation, ordered a lot of 1,000 tents, which
will be used for the sheltering of the evicted
persons. Many of them will be pitched at
Morewood, where the first evictions are to
occur. Others will be set up at Summit,
Trotter and Leisenring.

determined effort will be 'made to resume
the Morewood plant in full Monday morn-
ing. New hands, it is said, are to be se-

cured. It is also stated that an attempt will
be made to start the Valley plant, where
there has not been a tap of work done since
the strike was commented. It is believed
that new workmen will also man this plant
Tnis afternoon a big strikers' mass meeting
w.as held at the Davidson "Works. Ad-
dresses were made by Wise, Corrigan and
Novolski, and resolutions were adopted ex-
pressing faith in the ultimate outcome of
the cause.

STILL A DRAWN BATTLE.

NEITHER SIDE HAS MUCH TO BOAST OF

THUS FAE IK THE FIGHT.

Strike Leaders Declare Everything Locks
Bright "What the Operators Say About
3,500 Men at Work The Wages They
Get Spendthrifts Suffer.

Mt. Pleasant, April 18, At the close
of this week there are about 3,600 ovens in
the coke region in operation, a little more
than one-fift- h of the total number. Usually
it requires one man to tbe oven, but at pres-
ent is doesn't average that and there are
perhaps not over 2,500 men at work. This

leaders claims yuWJf tbe
are not over i,ow men at work, ana tne
operators allege more than twice that "num-

ber. There are yet over 12.000 cold ovens
in tbe region and abont 14,000 men standing
out solid.

The operators claim to have made big in-

roads in the ranks of the strikers, but tbe
latter will not admit it Ou the other hand,
they say there were not as many men at
work y as on Monday. Ovens are
charged heavier on Friday and Saturday
and it is always better to have more men at
work on those days. That is the statement
made by Manager Brennen, though last
week an operator gave as an excuse lor not
having so many men on Saturday that they
allowed them to lay on Saturday.

At some of tbe works there were sot as
many men working y as yesterday, and
in some cases not bait the number.

Iteports From Labor Headquarters.
At labor headquarters it was stated that

at Leisenring No. 2 no one was at work, and
at No. 3 only four men were on duty, and
they promised that this would be their last
day. Nearly all tbe other works were re-

ported as having reduced forces. More-woo- d

is said to have very few men, though
at the office a large force is reported.

"There won't be as many at work Monday
as there is ," said Secretary Parker
confidently. "All tbe trouble there has
been was occasioned by some of the men
fearing they would get hungry. Now that
there is plenty of money coming in the
strike is in better shape than was a week
ago, because we didn't have the money then.
Now we are better prepared than ever since
the strike began."

Others of the leaders are just as jubilant
and declare that everything looks bright
Some of tbe operators claim that the Poles
will make a break Tuesday or "Wednesday
of next week. A trip was taken through
the company's houses at Painter this after-
noon, and every Pole who could speak
English declared that not one of them wonld
make a break. The limit to their eviction
notices expires "Wednesday, and that is "ex-

pected to drive them in, but thev all say
they can find places to live. Hobert Howe
is considered the leader of the Poles of the
district, and he says if tbe strike is not
broken until his people go in the operators
will never break it All the laboring men
who own their homes are willing to make
room for those who are crowded out of com-
pany houses.

Working for Last Tear's Wages.
Of the men now working about one-thir- d

receive last year's wages and about 300 of
them are working with the consent of their
unions. The works paying the old scale
are: Bainey, Pennsville, Mt. Braddock,
Percy and Fairchance. The Bainey com-
pany seems to have the best of the deal all
around, as it is working full and has a good
strong market for all the coke it can pro-
duce.

The operators believe tbat thev are all
right now and are bound to win. Manager
Brennen says he has a large number of men
who promised to be on band Monday morn-
ing to go to work. The "Black Hills" pits
will be put in operation then. He wanted
to start tbat pit Friday, but . the
men in the region are so superstitious that
nothing wonld induce them to go to work
tbere, so he kept them all in the other pit
Mr. Brennen has not arranged to operate
any other plants, but will begin as soon as
the men are prepared to go to work. It is
expected that Dexter will start up Monday.
This is only a small plant ot 40 ovens and it
is claimed tbat a full force will be ou baud.
In speaking of the situation to-d- Manager
Brennen said:

"The coke companies are able to stand
out in the strike nntil it is won. "We are
better prepared than at any time tbere has
ever been any trouble. There is only one
thing tbat will induce us to accept tbe terms
of tbe men, and that is a demand for coke
so great as to put up tbe price high enough
for us to pay the wages. It is only a case of
supply and demand, and we are willing to
pay the price lor labor if we can get our
price for coke.

The PromUes Don't Count
At the Frick office it was reported that

they had more men to-d- than they had
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yesterday, and have scores of promises from
old employes that they will go 'to work.
Promises don't amount to much in this
region, or the strike would be settled long
before this. It is only a scheme to get rid
of the bosses when they come around.
Bosses will travel all over the region to-

morrow looting for men.
There have been numerous changes in the

situation during the week, but in the end it
rounds up into about the same place as last
Saturday. As long as the money last so
will tbe strike. It is onlv necessary for the
organization to hold up those men wlm have
spent all their money. The large majority
of the foreign elemeut will not need any
support as they live on very little nndhave
considerable money in bank now. It is the
spendthrift Ameriran-bor- u who are causing
anxiety in the ranks of the strikers,

DYNAJHTIIfO AT THE LEISENBIHG

PLANTS FRIDAY NIGHT.

The Explosions Wero Intended as Warn-
ings Bevolvers Freely Used to Increase
the Noise Midnight Panics No One
Hurt More Trouble Ahead.

SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.!

Scottdale, April 18. The strikers at
a number of plants last night made the
earth fairly tremble, and threw the men
into a panic by exploding dynamite bombs
in a reckless manner. At the Leisenring
Nq, 3 plant tbe bombs were placed so

close to the works and houses that a
number of windows in the houses were
braken, while tbe reports were distinctly
heard lor miles throughout the surrounding
country, frightening the people and waken-
ing the farmers from their beds. One ex-

plosion followed another, and great crowds
began pouring toward tue plants.

It was learned to-d- that abont 300 of
the strikers gathered on the hill tops above
the Leisenring plants, where they iormed a
line and began firing and throwing the
bombs. They secured beer kegs, and,placing
the bombs in them, fired them off Over 30
of these bombs were discharged, and for a
time it seemedasif the strikers were deter-
mined to destroy the works. Not a soul
was injured, however, and the only object
of the strikers was to warn a few blacksbeep
that they had better quit work. They suc-
ceeded in giving the warning all right, for
it was beard tor miles in every direction.

At Leisenring No. 2 a number of dyna-
mite bombs were also exploded, and a panic
was caused in the vicinity by the terrible
and unexpected reports. At both place re-

volvers were also fired off during the excite-
ment. It is greatly feared that the trouble
will be augmented next week, when a large
nnmber of foreign workers will be brought
into the region to take the places of the
strikers. It is understood the workmen im-
ported will be principally Italians.

The
order will also state that the companies will
then hire snch labor as they choose, and it
is the general opinion tbat this is the first
naming of the coming importation of cheap
labor.

B. Frank Guth-
rie, a millionaire, and for 30 years a leading
citizen of Louisville, died this morning from
the effects of a wedding feast and his wife
and many others are in a critical condition.
Last "Wednesday afternoon at Lyndon,
about six miles from Louisville, at the resi-

dence of Albert Herr, his daughter. Miss
Fannie Belie, was married to Charles J.
Snooks, of Eminence. Many guests from
this city and other points were present.
After tbe ceremony there came the usual re-

freshments, of which all tho guests partook.
After their return home nearly all wero
taken violently ill with severe oains, accom-
panied by vomiting. Each family had
no idea that any other was affected,
and the matter didn't become known
in'the city for a day or two. Yesterday it
was discovered tbat tbere were nearly 30
persons affected, but it was still supposed
that nothing serious would result. Last
night the condition of a number of the suf-
ferers became dangerous and the doctors
announced that all had been poisoned with
arsenic.

It seems sure that tbe poisoning at the
wedding at Lindon, near this city, was by
arsenic placed in the spring from which
water was supplied. Lindon is the
suburban residence of several leading busi-
ness men. Albert Herr is a wealthy farmer,
and gathered at his daughter's wedding
"Wednesday were some of the most prominent
people in the city and county. Of those return-
ing to their bomes about 60 showed symptoms
of poisoning, and several seemed to be in
danger nt the first, but appeared to be im-
proving Thursday and yesterday. Not till
B. F. Guthrie's sudden change for tbe
worse after midnight last night, and death
this morninsr, were there reports of danger.
Now a number of others are worse, and it is
expected, several will die, including the
bride and the groom.

About 50 guests and tbe officiating minis- -'

ter are sick in bed, and Mr. and Mrs. Snooks,
Bev. T. Martin, Fannie Crabb, Mrs. Guth-
rie, Mrs. Gray, Mrs. "Warren and the
driver, Bcacham, are in a critical condi-'tio- n.

Death may come to one or all before
morning, John Wagner, Mrs. Hornsby,
L. L. Dorsey, Jr., ana Mr. and Mrs. Terry
are still in danger. ,'

A theory is that the poisoning was from
ice cream or mushroom. It was found that
several who ate of mushrooms and cream
which were sent out fromthe city are not
affected. The symptoms point to arsenic,
and it ia believed a servant or some other
person is guilty.

Tom Piatt Gives the Terras of the Big Option
to the Englishmen.

rsFKCIAL TELEOIXAM TO THE DISPATCH

New Yoke, April18. Of the proposed
saljwof the Tennessee properties of the Ten-

nessee Coal and Iron Company to an En-
glish syndicate for $2,500,000, President
Thomas C. Piatt said to-d- that the
gentlemen representing the English syndi-
cate were responsible people, and that at tbe
meeting of the stockholders on May 7 it
would be demonstrated that the proposed
sale was a most advantageous one. Mr.
Piatt and John H. Innian, for a number of
years the controlling director, are working
in full harmony.

President Piatt laid that the proposed sale
dated back to August last The English
syndicate waited upon him and asked for
an option to purchase the Tennessee proper-
ties at $2,500,000. Tbe terms were that
tbe English people were to assume

69 of the bonded debt, $432,627 31 of
a proposed new issue of $750,000 in second
mortgage bonds and were to pay $650,000 in
cash. The option expires September 15,
1891. Mr. Piatt said that so far as he knew
tbe opposition to tbe plan amounted to 30,-0-

out of the 100,000 shares.

Coltjmbtjs, April 18. Inspector Foster,
of the Department of Justice, made an in-

t BEFOEM IN THE NAVY YAED.

Secretary Tracy Assures Workmen That

New Yoke, April 18. A question as to
the discharge of all or any ot the 2,000 or
more employes of the Brooklyn navy yard
seems to have been set at rest by the follow-
ing telegram, which was received by Ad-
miral Braine to-d- from Secretary of the
Navy Tracy. The telegram reads as fol-
lows":

Tbe story circulated in Brooklyn that all
mechanics and laborers In tho yard are to eo
out on tho 1st or the 8th, subject to examina-
tion, is entirely unfounded. Ibe place of every
mechanic and laborer now in the yard will bo
permanent so long as tbe Government
has work for him to do, or bo does well. Fore-
men aro the only persons to be subjected to a
competitive examination.

A DAI OP MAGNIFICENT PAGEANTS

Galveston, April 18. After leaving
Little Rock last night, the Presidental
train proceeded to Texarkana, where tbe
next stop was made at 11:30. Notwith-
standing the lateness of the hour, the sta-

tion was thronged with people who par-
ticipated in the reception.

The President was formally welcomed
into the Lone Star State at its threshold,
Palestine, at 7:30 this morning by Governor
Hogg and the Mayor of the town. Tbere a
magnificent pageant awaited the train. To
the welcoming speeches, the President re-

plied in words of admiration for the Em-
pire State of the South "a kingdom with-
out a king" and its homes.

I desire to say to you, my countrymen, that
In my heart I make no distinction between our
people anywhere. Cheers. I bave a deep de-

sire tbat everywhere in all our States there shall
be tbat profound respect for the will of the
majority expressed by our votors, tbat shall
bring constant peace into all our communities.
It is very kind of you to come here this morn-I- n

g before breakfast Perhaps you are initl.
ating me into the Texas habit is it so of
taking something before breakfast? Laughter
and cheers.

Bosk on Galf Harbor Improvement.
Secretary Rusk also made a short address.

"What they needed, and what they undoubt-
edly would have, he said, was a deep-wat-

harbor at Galveston, or at some otber point
on the Gulf, where the cattle, sheep and
agricultural products could be shipped
directly to tbe markets of the world with-
out having to depend on the Atlantic ports,
as at present.

The scenes at Palestine were repeated on
a much larger scale at Houston in tbe after-
noon. After a luncheon and speechmaking,
there iollo'wed a pageant and a public re
ception. The President spoke in part as
follows:

I remained up last night nntil after midnight
tbat I might not unconsciously pass into this
this great State; and I was . called very early
from my bed this morning to receive a draught
of welcome before I had breakfasted, from
another Texas audience. You have a State
whose greatness, I think, you bare discovered.
You are very rightly diversifying your crops,
because the history of intelligent farming
shows tbat as tbe crops are diversified the
people prosper. All Is not staked upon tbe
success of a single cror Ye do well, there
.fore, to raise cotton, stssr -- d tobacco, and 1

corn, hogs and all tbe .cereals, wo bave been
iryinjj to ao wnas we coma zrom wasmngron
to make you a larger and better market for
your enormous meat products. Cheers.

The American Hojr and Cow.
We have felt tbat tbe restrictions imposed

by some of the European Governments conld
not fairly be justified upon the ground stated
by them. Already the Secretary of Agriculture

himself a farmer, who has with his own
bands wrought in all the work of tbe far- m-

has succeeded in procuring the removal of
some of these injurious restrictions, and has
announced to the country tbat exportation of
cattle has increased 100 per cent in tbe last
year. CheerB. I beg to assure you that these
interests will have the most careful attention
from the Government at Washington and from
our representatives at foreign courts. ,Itls be-

lieved that we have now by legislation a system
of sanitary inspection of our meat products
that wben once put in operation and examined
bv the Euronean Governments will remove tbe
last excuse for the exclusion of our meats from
those foreign States. ,

I rejoice that tbe timely forethought of
your public men has provided an unexampled
school fund for the edncation of the children.
These things tbat partake of the life that are
spiritual are better, after all. than tbe material.
Indeed, tbere can be no trne prosperity in any
State or community where they are not tbought-- f

nlly fostered. Good social order, respect for
the law, regard for other men's rights, orderly,
peaceful administration, are the essential
things in any community.

The Arrival at the Quit
On"the arrival of the party at Galveston

the President bad a royal reception and tbe
people turned out en masse. A special
coach containing the Galveston Beception
Committee met the Presidental train at
Houston and escorted it to the Gulf me-
tropolis. The President was made fully
aware of the fact that he was in a veritable
land of flowers by the offerings presented.
On the arrival of the train at Galveston
a military salute was fired, the city bells
were rung and all tbe steamers and tugs in
the harbor whistled their londest The city
troops aad Masonic and civil organizations
were present in lorce, ana an joined in
cheering the distinguished visitors.

A procession was quickly formed and es-

corted the President and party from the
station to tbe Mallory steamship, on which
thev made a short trip on the bay for the
purpose of inspecting the extensive harbor
improvements now in progress. A grand
parade followed the return to the city from
the jetties.

The first carriage, drawn by four milk-whi- te

steeds and profusely decorated with
flowers, was occupied by President Har-
rison, Governor Hogg, General T. N. "Waul
and Leon Levi, chairman of tbe Beception
Committee.

The Head of a Great Procession.
Tbe second carriage, drawn by four

Arabian blacks, was occupied bv Mrs.
Harrison, "W. F. Ladd, Mayor R. L. Ful-
ton and Mayor C. J. Allen. Mrs. McKee,
Mrs. Bnssell Harrison, Mrs. Dimmick,
Secretary Busk, 'Marshal Bansdall,
Major "Sanger and G. "W. Boyd
were in carriages with other
members of the committee. Following the
first nine carriages were 12 others occupied
by the Consular corpi, City Council, County
Commissioners, Galveston Deep "Water
Committee, the Governor's staff, Federal
officers, etc. The G. A. B. post acted as a
committee of escort to the President The
procession passed over a beautifully
decorated route, one feature of which was
an immense floral arch, and finally passed in
rsview before the President

After being entertained at supper, the
party repaired to tbe Beach Hotel b.ilcoiiy,
where in the presence of an immense throng,
the President was formally welcomed to tbe
Gult by General "Waul on behalf of tbe
mayor, who, though present, was too ill to
speak. Tbe President returned his thanks
in a feeling speech. Addresses were also
made by Governor Hogs and Secretary
Busk. A public reception followed and a
fine displjy of fireworks, closed the cere-
monies.

The
methods by which the wheat, it is claimed,
was stolen are in brief these:

By means of concealed pocket-bin- s a por-

tion of each car of wheat weighed in has
been abstracted. This accumulated wheat
has been loaded secretly at night and
labeled "screenings" and shipped away.
Much of it has gone by boat to
Buffalo and tbe remainder had been
shipped out by rail. The report declares
that in 1888, 1839 and 1890 tbere .have been
651 cars loaded and shipped from Dulnth
without inspection. Allowing bUU bushels
to the car this wonld make 390,000 bushels.

The report says tbat C. D. Patterson,
yardmaster of the Northwestern Pacific
Bailroad at Dulutb, makes affidavit that ou
February 1, 1889, he sent six Duluth, South
Shore and Atlantic cars into Elevator D of
the Lake Superior and Union Improvement
Elevator Company, which were loaded
at night with wheat and shipped
to S. S. Guthrie & Sons, of Buffalo;
also thatTm-Februnr-

y 22 Mr. Patterson sent
sis-cAr-

s Into Elevator E, belonging to the
same company, which were loaded at night
and billed out as containing "screenings."
This affidavit ia substantiated by J. T.
Thomas and other men.

Six Postal Clerks and Two Engh

neers Lose Their Lives

in a Collision

ON THE LAKE SHORE ROAD,

Thej Meet Their Horrible Fate Penned

Up Like Rats in a Cage.

K05E OP THE PASSENGERS HURT,

Those Who Can Explain tho Canso of tb9J

Disaster Are Dead.

THE TWO POSTAL CARS TELESCOPED

Cleveland, April ,18. A frightful
wreck occurred on the Lake Shore Bailroad
at Kipton station, about" 40 miles west of
Cleveland, early this evening, in which six
postal clerks and two engineers were killed.
The fast mail No. 11 bound East, collided
with No. 21, the Toledo express, just
as the latter train was about to poll og
the siding to let the fast mail pass. 'The;
fast-ma- n was running at full speed, and tha
force of the collision was so great that both
engines, three mail cars and one baggage car
were completely wrecked. None of the pas,
senger cars left the track and none of tha
passengers were seriously injured.

A Few JMinntes Too Late.
It was the custom for these two trains to)

pass at Kioton, the Toledo express taking
the sidetrack for the fast mail, which usu
ally went through Kipton without slacken-- i

ing its speed. The Toledo express was a
few minutes late this evening, and had just .
come to a stop at the switch when the fast

fryail came in sight There is scarcely any
.y-'- e at the station, but on oua

A'. . of the track was a line of freight cars
jd on the otber the station. Tnese might

have obstructed tbe vision of tbe engineer
of the fast mail, He applied the airbrakes
when he saw the collision was inevitable,
but tbe speed of the train was not cheeked
materially.

The engine of the Toledo express war
knocked squarely across the track, aad
that of tbe fast mail reared in the air, rest-
ing on too of the other. The fast mail con-

sisted of three mail cars and two parlor
cars, and tbe Toledo express of five coaches
and two baggage cars.

Two 3Iall Cars Telescoped.
The first and second mall cars were tele-

scoped and smashed to kindling wood, and
the third crashed into the first two and rolled
over on tbe station platform, breaking tbe
windows of the building. The two bnggaza
cars of the Toledo express were knocked
from the track, but did not turn over.

Tbe force of the collision was so great tbat
of the CI revolving chairs in the two parlor
cars only four remained attached to tha
floor.", all th: others being broken and
burled abob't,in confusion. The passcnger3
were thrown to the floors and badly shaken,
but none were seriously hurt

The passengers of the two trains at ones
began tbe wore of rescue, and with a corps
of physicians from the town, ministered to
the few who were injured. All but one of
the dead were beyond human assistance aa
soon as the collision occurred. The bodies
were all horribly crushed and mutilated,
arms and legs being torn off, and the corpses
were almost beyond recognition.

Died Bravely at His Post.
Charles Topliff. the engineer of the fas6

mail, remained bravely at bis post, and was
found with bis hand on the throttle, dead.
His hands and face were so badly scalded
that the blackened flesh dropped from the
bones when his body was taken out Fire-
man Staley, of the fast mail, jumped from
the train and sustained a broken leg and
dislocated shoulder; The doctors said ha
would recover, but he died soon afterward.

The poor postal clerks had not a chanca
to escape. They were caged like rats, and
the telescoping of the cars crushed the life
out of them without a moment's warning.

Passengers who were on the fast mail ar-

rived here at 10 JO and bronght the
first authentic news of the wreck, there being
no correspondents or other facilities for get-

ting the news from Kipton, which is a mete
hamlet These passengers say that tbe cars
and locomotives were piled in a heap higher
than tbe station.

The Dead and tho Wounded.
It is difficult to locate the blame for tha

accident, as both the engineers are dead.
It is said, however, that No. 21 was ordered
to stop at Oberlin, but went on to Kipton,
which is six miles farther west, and had not
sufficient time to make the side track.
